GET NEW LEASE ON LIFE 


Pbyfeician Tells How Life of Empress 
Frederick Migflit Have Been 
Prolonged. 


“ The life of the Empress 
Fred­ 
erick, o f ,Germany, would probably 
have been saved had she permitted 
surgeons 
to remove 
her stomach 
when it was first ascertained that 
she was suffering from cancer.” 
This statement was made in N ew 
Y o r k 
Monday afternoon 
by Dr. 
Wilfred G. Fralick, who in A p ril 
last performed an operation of the 
kind, removing the stomach of D. 
G . Bodman, of N ew ark, N . J. 
On next Tuesday 
afternoon 
at 
the Metropolitan hospital. Dr. Fra­ 
lick expects to remove the stomach 
of a business man of 
N e w 
Y o r k 
city, who is nearly dead from can­ 
cer. 
“ The first operation of this kind 
of which I can get any information 
was performed in Germany by Dr. 
Schlatter, a 
well-known surgeon 
and scientist,” continued Dr. Fra­ 
lick. 
“ It prolonged the patient’s 
life for some time and put an end 
to his suffering. 
W e have been 
hearing 
of 
the 
illness 
of 
the 
Empress Frederick 
for 
the 
last 
tw o years and there has never been 
much doubt that she was suffering 
from cancer of the stomach. 
W e 
have no trouble removing cancer in 
other parts of the body, when the 
cases are brought to us in time. 
The stomach, being almost a vital 
organ, presents greater difficulties, 
but it can be removed, and the 


patient can get along without great 
inconvenience. 
“ So far as I can learn there have 
been but three operations perform­ 
ed in which the entire stomach has 
been removed. 
The German oper­ 
ation, before mentioned, the Bod­ 
man operation, in Newark, and one 
in Brooklyn. 
“ On next Tuesday I will remove 
the 
stomach of a man who has 
been suffering from cancer for some 
time. 
If he did not undergo the 
operation his death would be a cer­ 
tainty within a few weeks. 
If he 
stands the operation I can promise 
him a renewed lease of life, and 
there is a possibility of a cure. 
A t 
any rate he will not suffer the tor­ 
tures that come in the last days of 
a cancer victim .”

A Fren ch School Where the Art of Sleuth­ 
in g Is Taught. 
The gen tle 
art 
of sleuthin g is 
taught in Fran ce in a regularly grad ­ 
ed school with lesson s an d cxain in a- 
tion s. 
The school is kn own as the 
acad emy for the acqiiisitiou of crim­ 
in al lore. 
To be eligible to this course of d e­ 
tective 
work, 
says tlie Louisville 
Courier-Journ al, on e must have had 
a regular schooL ed ucation , an d in ad ­ 
d ition be able to speak Fn glish, 
German 
an d Span ish, besid es, of 
course, Fren ch. 
The fees for tuition 
are very liigh. The school build in g is 
an old chateau surroun d ed by private 
groun d s some DOG acres in exten t. 
Some of the 
exercises which 
the 
would -be d etectives un d 'ergo are given 
in a thick wood on the groun d s. 
T he stud en ts of the in stitution on 
en terin g the ac-ad emy are first train ed 
in the use of their eyes an d han d s. 
On e of the lesson s con sists in ])laoin g 
a pupil in the mid d le of a brillian tly 
lighted room full of furn iture, lie is 
left for hut a few secon d s when the 
room is d arken ed an d he is ritjuired 
to sketch liaslily a complete n iaj) of 
the room, in d icatin g the potiiion of 
the fiirn in ire. 
After this a face appears for a mo­ 
men t before the lights are turn ed *off. 
The stud en t is then required to d e­ 
scribe the face an d the color of the 
hair an d eyes, 
lie is afterward -re­ 
quired to recogn ize a photograph of 
the face amon g st veral hiin clred oth­ 
ers. 
Tlie ed ucation of the han d fallows. 
T h e pupil is placed in a d ark room 
full of curios an d un usual objects, 
lie is required to toucli them rapid ly 
an d afterward to recall exactly what 
he has touched , an d write a d e^rip- 
tion of tliem.
